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Bail Jumper stymies police

WILMINGTON - A wild six- 
mile chase from North 
Wilmington to Stoneham 
ended with the capture of a 
Cambridge man in July 1953. 
But the chase did not close 
the case. Charles Pike, 33, 
jumped bail, not once but 
twice. 

The chase began on July 30 
on Ballardvale Street in 
North Wilmington, near 
Friend’s Farm. Police had 
received a call from a woman 
who said that a strange man 
had been attempting to 
molest her two daughters. 
Another caller reported that 
the man had been driving a 
green 1946 Hudson with 
Oregon plates. For about two 
years, there had been per- 
haps a dozen reports of a 
man in a green car accosting 
young girls. 

Officer Art Kelly and 
Deputy Chief Francis Hoban 
drove slowly up the road, 
searching the wooded areas 
along the way. Then they met 
the green sedan, driving 
south, slowly. But when the 
officers turned around, the 
sedan took off “like a jet,” 
according to Officer Kelly. 

Ballardvale Street was at 
the time still a narrow farm 
lane with a rickety old bridge 
over the roadbed of the 
Salem & Lowell Railroad. 
The Hudson went down 
Ballardvale, right on Salem 
Street, and left on Middlesex 
Avenue and along Church 
Street at speeds of about 65 
m.p.h. The car then went 
through a red light in the 
Square, turning left toward 
Reading. On Lowell Street, 
the speeds were close to 90. 
Hoban tried shooting the 
tires, without success. 

At one point, the cruiser 
was able to pull abreast of 
the .Hudson. Kelley yelled, 
“Stop or Ill put a bullet in 
your head!” 


“Go ahead!” came the reply. 
Kelly did not shoot. He later 
said he did not like the idea of 
a car going 85 m.p.h. with a 
dead man at the wheel. 

In Reading Square, several 
cars were stopped at the traf- 
fic light, a seemingly insur- 
mountable barrier. But the 
driver went through, with the 
police following closely. A 
Reading cruiser joined in the 
sie headed south on Route 


ines crossing into 
Stoneham, the two cruisers 
managed to pull abreast of 
the car. Officer Kelley put a 
bullet in one rear tire, and 
the Reading officer did like- 
wise on the other side. They 
then boxed in the Hudson and 
forced it to stop. 

Reading Officer James 
Howard pulled the driver 
from the car and forced him 
to the ground. He was identi- 
fied as Charles Pike, 33, of 
Cambridge. He pleaded with 
Hoban to “put a bullet in me 
and end all this.”

Wilmington police station, 
but during the night, his 
mother posted $500 bail and 
he was released. 

The next day, however, Pike 
failed to appear in Woburn 
District Court. It was also 
revealed that he was wanted 
by several other police 
departments. 

For the next two weeks, 
police engaged i in “Operation 
Quiet,” patiently searching 
for Pike. An elaborate search 
was conducted, with police 
interviewing all his known 
acquaintances and watching 
places he had been known to 
work. It was discovered that 
he had a car near a camp in 
Billerica. A watch was set on 
this car. 

On Aug. 12, the Fieldstone 
Garage, near the Billerica - 
Burlington line, received a 
call from a pay station in 
Boston, asking them to get 


the car and repair it. Police 
learned of this and from then 
on kept a 24 hour watch on 
the garage, without the 
knowledge of the people who 
worked there. Additionally, 
watch was kept on Route 3 
(now 3A) both north and 
south of the garage. 

On Mon, Aug. 16, 
Wilmington special officer 
Leo LeBlanc and Burlington 
officer Ed McCafferty saw 
Pike, driving north. They 
radioed the other car and 
both cars closed in, less than 
20 seconds after Pike had 
drawn up in front of the 
garage. Officers Fuller and 
George Shepard advanced 
with guns drawn. Before Pike 
could get out of the car, he 
was covered and handcuffed. 

Pike told police he had been 
staying at Hampton Beach, 
N.H. under the name of Mark 
Evans. 

He was also wanted by 
Malden police and in 
Augusta, Maine. | 

He was taken to Woburn 
court, where Judge William 
Henchey set bail at $2,500, 
after charges of speeding and 
driving to endanger had been 
preferred by Wilmington and 
Reading police. He was then 
taken to Malden court where 
he was charged with lewd 
and lascivious conduct. 
Judge Emma _ Schoffield 
ordered him held in another 
$2,500 bail. Total bail was 
$5,000. 

Pike was to appear again in 
Woburn Court the following 
Tuesday, but instead he asked 
for a sanity hearing. He was 
sent to Waltham Hospital for 
35 days. 

There was no account in the 
paper of his release, or of his 
jumping bail again. However, 
on Sept. 30, a news item 
reported that he had been 


arrested the day before in- 


Augusta, Maine on morals 
charges. The report said that 
he had jumped bail twice.

Hurricane Katrina 
found that 61 percent of pet 
owners will not evacuate if 
they cannot bring their pets 
with them.”

alternate solutions for shelter 


during an emergency, you 
can help reduce injury or life- 
threatening scenarios for 
your pet. 

Emergency _ preparation 
isn’t restricted to cats and 


dogs; The Humane Society,

The sticker 
provides information on the 
number of pets in the house- 
hold and veterinarian contact 
info. Additionally, make sure 
your pets have updated infor- 
mation on their collars and 
you have the necessary infor- 
mation if they are micro- 
chipped. Microchips can be 
scanned at most shelters. 


Arrange a Safe Haven 


Do not leave your pets 
behind during evacuations. 
“Remember, if it isn't safe for 
you, it isn't safe for your 
pets,” cautions the ASPCA. 
Unfortunately, some shelters 
do not accept pets. Contact 
your veterinarian, local ani- 
mal shelters, friends, and rel- 
atives to discuss whether 
they can care for your pet in 
the event you cannot take 
your pet with you. Keep an 
extra leash, collar and 
labeled travel case in an eas- 
ily accessible spot should 
someone need to quickly 
enter your home to retrieve 


your pet. 


Prepare in advance 


Prepare and label an emer- 
gency kit for your animals 
and make sure family mem- 
bers know about it. Some 
items to include: pet first-aid 
kit, a week’s worth of dry 
food and clean water, disin- 
fectant, disposable garbage 
bags, toys or comfort items, 
crate, and any medicine the 
pet requires.

and inspire anyone interest- 
ed in a healthy lifestyle 
through the benefits of 
yoga.

Repeal the Tech Tax 


Monday announcing that 
this computer and soft- 
ware services tax is the 
most burdensome in the 
nation. 

“By extending the 6.25 
percent sales tax to 10 new 
categories of professional 
services associated with 
computer systems and 
software, this new law 
strikes at the heart of the 
innovation economy that is 
central to the state’s eco- 
nomic future,” writes the 
MTF in a release. 

The Foundation _per- 
formed a 50-state analysis 
across eleven categories 
and what the MTF found is 
chilling to anyone that 
works in a_ technology 
field. 

Massachusetts is the only 

state that singles out com- 
puter and software servic- 
es for taxation. Four other 
states tax computer sys- 
tem design and related 
services at a rate lower 
than the Commonwealth, 
and three of those states 
(HI, NM, and SD) tax all 
professional services. HI 
and NM offer high technol- 
ogy industry tax incen- 
tives. Connecticut, which 
taxes professional services 
like management consult- 
ing, public relations, and 
training at 6.35 percent, 
taxes computer services at 
a mere one percent. 
‘Of the remaining 40 
states with a sales tax, 
none tax any computer 
system design services. At 
least 28 states offer one or 
more tax incentives relat- 
ed to software, computer 
services, or data centers, 
including Virginia and 
North Carolina. Both of 
those states offer educated 
workers, lower business 
costs, and less burdensome 
regulations than 
Massachusetts. They are 
also both right-to-work 
states. 

MTF adds that no other 
state uses the terms or def- 
initions found in this law, 
removing, the 
Commonwealth further 
from mainstream practice 
with its tax treatment of 
computer software. — 

“Repealing the tax would 
return Massachusetts to 
the mainstream of the 50 


states,” said MTF 
President Michael J. 
Widmer. “With 


Massachusetts losing 3,000 


jobs since January, plac- 


ing the highest tax burden 
in the country on innova- 
tion and technology - the 
state’s greatest economic 
strength - is simply bad 
policy.”

Sunday when my youngest son 
packed his belongings and left for 
college. He was nervous and happy. I: was tired and 
relieved. I didn’t think the 
first day of college would 
arrive this quickly. The old 
cliche is true - childhood 
passes in the blink of an eye. 
After enjoying the carefree 
toddler years, surviving the 
trying adolescent years, and 
living through the ups and 
downs of the four year ride on 
the high school roller coaster, 
with all its twists and turns 
and peaks and valleys, I 
thought there would be more 
time to catch my breath. 
However, time moves like 
‘The Cannonball’ at Canobie 
Lake Park - there’s no stop- 
ping it. You hang on and pray 
nothing derails. ‘ 
When September 1st 
arrived, my son’s dream of 
attending The Berklee 
College of Music in Boston 
had finally come true. He 
couldn’t wait to get there. His 
move-in time was 8:00 am 
Sunday morning. We were 
packed and on the road well 
before then. The family chat- 
ted as we drove into the city. I 
gazed out the car window and 
reflected on my son’s life. 
Flashback: 

New England Aeraoricl 
Hospital, Stoneham, 
February 1995- 

After my wife endured a 
complicated, bed-ridden pregnancy, my son Max was 
born. It was a steely gray Presidents Day morning. My 
son arrived one month early during an emergency room 
C-section, adding a touch of drama to his grand entrance 
into our world. We couldn’t wait for our son to be born, 
and apparently he couldn’t wait either. My wife was ush- 
ered into the ER while I changed into hospital scrubs, 
thinking I would be attending his birth. As I slipped the 
loose fitting blue v-neck shirt over my head, a nurse 
emerged through the operating room’s double doors 
announcing, “The baby is already out.” I watched the dou- 
ble doors bang open again as a tiny infant was rushed past 
me on a speeding gurney. His head was covered under a 
plastic dome to feed him oxygen as his newborn lungs 
struggled for his first breaths of air. The doors rattled 
open again and his mother was wheeled away in the oppo- 
site direction. I stood at the nurse’s station wondering 
what just happened, not knowing in which direction to 
turn. 

Compared to that scene, moving into the Berklee dormi-

ging? Me? I don’t know how I got this age. Age 

is only a number. You are as old as you feel. 

These are some of the things I hear from patients. 
We are living longer than most generations before us. It 
is wrecking havoc with social security, and Medicare. We 
weren’t supposed to live this long. Some of us are more 
physically active than most of our grandparents and par- 
ents. Some of us exercise regularly and eat healthy. I 
have friends who have become vegetarians to help control 
some of their health issues.

What 
choices am I supposed to make to live a longer more pro- 
ductive life?

AGS office completes selec review of initiative petitions 


“BOSTON - After a thor- 
ough review of the 33 initia- 
tive petitions submitted in 
August, all but five have met 
the requirements outlined in 
the constitution to move for- 
ward in the certification 
proeéss,' Attorney General 
Martha Coakley announced 
last week. The AG’s Office 
certified 28 petitions, which 
includes 25 proposed. laws 
and three proposed constitu- 
tional amendments. The 28 
certified petitions cover 14 
‘topics; some petitioners sub- 
mitted more than one ver- 


“sion of a petition on the 


‘same topic. 

However, former State 
Senator Sue Tucker’s coali- 
‘tion effort to give 


‘Massachusetts voters an 
Opportunity to repeal casino 
‘gambling in the 
‘Commonwealth failed. 

““Ballot initiatives allow cit- 
izens across the 
Commonwealth to directly 
engage in the process of 
democracy,” AG Coakley 
said. “We have conducted a 
complete and thorough 
review of these initiative 
etitions and found that 
‘most .meet the requirements 
«posed i in the state’s constitu- 
ttion. Our decisions do not 
sreflect. any opinion on the 
‘merits or values of the peti- 
‘tions, but simply that the 


‘fconstitutional requirements 


"were met.”

Tucker 
rights, without any provision 
for paying compensation. 
The proposed law is there- 
fore inconsistent with the 
"right to receive compensa- 
tion for private property 
appropriated to public use" 
and cannot be certified,” 
said the Attorney General’s 
office in a detailed descrip- 
tion of its legal basis for 
rejecting this petition. 


Article 48 of the 
Massachusetts Constitution 
defines the AG’s certifica- 
tion criteria and requires 
that each petition must be in 
the proper form for submis- 
sion to voters, not be sub- 
stantially the same as any 
measure on the ballot in 
either of the two preceding 
statewide elections, contain 
only subjects that are relat- 
ed to each other or mutually 
dependent, and not involve a 
narrow set of subjects that 
are specifically excluded 
from the ballot initiative 
process by the 
Massachusetts constitution. 

Among the issues barred 
from being proposed by ini- 
tiative petition are laws 
relating to the powers of 
courts or to religion, laws 
that make specific appropri- 
ations from the Treasury 
and laws that apply only to 
limited parts of the state. 
Article 48 also provides that 
laws that are inconsistent 
with certain constitutional 
rights, such as freedom of 
speech, freedom of elec- 
tions, freedom of the press 
and the right to compensa- 
tion for a governmental tak- 
ing of private property, can- 
not be proposed by ballot 


initiatives. 

Proponents of each certi- 
fied initiative petition must 
now gather and file the sig- 
natures of 68,911 registered 
voters by December 4, 2013. 
Once the signatures are 
obtained, the proposal is 
sent to the state legislature 
to enact before. the first 
Wednesday in May 2014. If 
the legislature fails to enact 
the proposal, its proponents 
must gather another 11,485 
signatures from registered 
voters by July 2014 to place 
the initiative on the 
November 2014 ballot. An 
initiative petition, if ulti- 
mately passed by the voters, 
becomes the equivalent of a 
statute. 

For constitutional amend- 
ments, sponsors must gather 
the required 68,911 signa- 
tures this fall. Then, their 
proposals must be approved 
by at least 25 percent of the 
legislature in 2014 and again 
in 2015-2016 to appear on the 
2016 ballot. 

Last week’s decisions by 
the’ Attorney General’s 
Office are based on a strict 
constitutional review and do 
not represent the office’s 
support or opposition to the 
merits of the petitions. 

Other petitions not certi- 
fied included a “Genetically 
Modified Food Right to 
Know Act,” a “Law Relative 
to Shared Parenting”, and a 
“Law Relative to Abuse 
Prevention.” 

On the other hand, several 
petitions by the director of 
the Massachusetts 
Taxpayers Foundation, 
Michael Widmer, to repeal 
the 2013 sales tax on comput- 
er and software technology 
services were certified and 
now proponents will need to 
collect signatures. 

Other petitions certified 
include updates to the Bottle 
Bill, a repeal of the 2013 Gas 
Tax Indexing, a 
Constitutional Amendment 
relative to the 
Massachusetts National 
Guard, another 
Constitutional Amendment 
Relative to the Provision of 
Health Insurance, and a Law 
Raising the Minimum Wage.

Directed at Elders 


Robocall (automated) 
Scammers have come up 
with a new way of targeting 
elders. They are using the 
"Life Alert" name to trick 
elders. The caller will say 
that someone, such as fami- 
ly and/or friends, already 
signed you up and that the 
system is free and all they 
need is your permission to 
ship it out. The caller will 
then ask for your credit or 
debit card, your social secu- 
rity number or Medicaid 
number. The next thing you 
know you are being billed 
$35 per month.

25-yr 2-time Cancer Survivor ...; 
Supports Free To Breathe Event: ;

TEWKSBURY _ - On 
September 22, 17 teams will 
run and walk in the annual 
Free To Breathe fundraiser 
in Chelmsford. The event 
supports research and rais- 
ing awareness in the’ fight 
against lung cancer. Among 
the volunteers. who will 
make that experience possi- 
ble is Tewksbury resident, 
Judith Colman, a 25-year 
two-time survivor of aggres- 
sive lung cancer. 

Colman’s story is a testi- 
mony of strength and hope. 
She battled lung cancer in 
1988 and again in 1991-92. 
She fought. She won. But it 
wasn’t easy. It was actually 
a benign mass in her breast 
that started it all. The doc- 
tor ordered a chest X-ray 
during the diagnosis of that 
symptom. It was that test

which revealed a_ small 
tumor in her lung unrelated 
to the original concern. 

Colman chose the most 
aggressive option to deal 
with the lung tumor - sur- 
gery. She had it removed. 
The results were excellent, 
and her prognosis was good. 
The cancer was very con- 
tained. She would not 
require follow-on radiation 
or chemotherapy. But her 
fight wasn’t over. 

“I was shocked a few later 
when it came back,” she 
explains. In fact, she was so 
healthy that as a Navy 
reservist, she was seen as fit 
for world-wide duty and had 


been deployed overseas. She’ 


was supporting the first Gulf 
War from a Dutch port in 


‘Europe when her symptoms 


began. Eventually she was 
sent to a military hospital in 
England. In May of 1991, the 
return of her cancer was 
This time the 
prognosis was not good. Her 
chances for. survival were 
seen as “50-50.” The tumor 
was in a dangerous place 
and most likely attached and 
spreading. 

She came home to the US. 
She was seen at Bethesda 
Naval Medical Center and 
then after discharge, several 
Boston hospitals. For the 
next year, it was a roller 
coaster of clinical trials and 
treatments. Some good 
news, some not so good. But 
finally after a 6-week series 
of 24/7 chemotherapy, she 
learned the tumor was 
“dead” (as she describes it 
in layman’s terms). Her sec- 
ond lung cancer battle was 
over. 


And so with that far behind 
her, Colman is now support- 
ing her second Free To 


_ work,” she explains.

operation. 

“In 2008, the Boards of 
Health'in Wilmington and in 
Tewksbury each filed an 
"Order of Prohibition" 
against Krochmal Farm 
because of odors and other 
issues at the farm. 

“Krochmal appealed the 
Wilmington. Order to 
Superior Court; the Board of 
Héalth subsequently filed a 
counterclaim against 
Krochmal, and the lawsuit 
went’ forward. Meanwhile, 
conducted a 
lengthy-and contentious site 
assignment process for the 
farm: which ultimately 
allowed Tewksbury to regu- 
late’ the farm and its farm- 

ing~'procedures, as well as 


the ‘piggery and the Hog 


Finishing Facility. 

“As’the Director of Public 
Health in Wilmington, I fully 
understand the difficulties 
and limitations inherent in a 
sité assignment process like 
this one,” said Newhouse. 

Wilmington, on advice of 


counsel, decided to enter 


into’a settlement agreement 
to resolve the litigation after 
consideration of the issues 
and‘ legal constraints in its 
case: Ultimately, better to 
obtain something than walk 
away' empty handed after 


_ five’ years of legal wran- 
_ gling. 


Over * time the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Agriculture has been 
clear that Krochmal Farm 
was operating “within nor- 
mal -farming practice,” even 
though a hearing at the 
State House in 2009 revealed 
that this local farm was 


among the largest hog oper- 


ations in Massachusetts at 
the time. 
“Farms are largely exempt 


. from nuisance regulations if 


they are operating under 
normal farming conditions. 


Especially after the 
Tewksbury site assignment 
process was. concluded, 


Krochmal has been operat- 
ing normally in this sense,” 
said Newhouse. “The 
Wilmington Board took into 
account the inherent uncer- 


- tainty of litigation and the 


possibility that we could get 
nothing out of the lawsuit. 
The Board therefore made 
the — carefully-considered 
decision to obtain some 
additional restrictions in 
exchange for settling the 
case.” 

According to the Krochmal 
Farms website, and previ- 
ously reported in the Town 
Crier, farm owners took 
expansive measures to go 
“well. above and. beyond 
what should be expected.” 
Krochmal has made efforts 
to work with residents as 
well, installing an expensive 
odor abatement system that 
“cut the farm odors down by 
about 90%” and partnering 
with local families on a 
number of fundraisers, par- 
ticularly raising money for 
pediatric cancer-related 
charities. 

“We certainly sympathize 
with residents who are still 
affected by the farming 
operations, but we note that 
the odors have subsided 
somewhat and that the odor 
mitigating system which 
was installed has been bene- 
ficial,” finished Newhouse.

Winchester coming

On Thursday night, the 
Wilmington and Winchester 
High School Football teams 
will match-up for a non- 
league game which will be

Last year both teams

“Winchester is a spread 
team and they really want to 
throw the ball a lot,” said 
Wildcat head coach Mike 
Barry. “They want you to 
spread the field and defend 
everything. They graduated 
their quarterback and other 
skilled guys but they still 
have some real good players 
returning. I think they are 
very similar to us where 
they have some skilled guys 
who played last year but did- 
n’t start.” 

Winchester had hit rock 
bottom before last year, 
struggling with a 56-game 
losing streak until the team 
won three games a year ago 
under then second-year head 
coach Wally Dembowski. 

But after last year’s 32-14 
Thanksgiving Game loss to 
Woburn, Dembowski saw 
many of his starters play 
their last game in a Sachem 
uniform as they graduated 
this past June, while another 
talented player transferred.

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MIAA dramatically changes high school football format :

So much has already been 
written about the new 
MIAA Football Playoff for- 
mat and there are many 
whe like it, many who are 
opposed to it and many peo- 
ple who are still very con- 
fused by it all. 

But one thing we do know 
is-this is a two-year trial 
basis and the 
Football Committee will 
revisit this new plan with 
hopes of improving on it or 
getting rid of it and going 
back to the old ways. 

The new way basically 
pits one true state champi- 
on in every division. And 
like the other high school 
sports, it’ll take more than 
one game to get to the state 
final, four to be exact as the 


new playoff format calls for - 


eight teams who qualify for 
the playoffs and will play 


three weeks of games 
before a break for the 
Thanksgiving game and 
returning a week after for 
the state final. The playoff 
and consolation games will 
take place in the first three 
weekends in November. 

In a recent Boston Herald 
story, Xaverian Athletic 
Director and Head Football 
Coach Charlie Stevenson 
had this to say about the 
new format, “This is a great 
thing for high school foot- 
ball. Under this plan, fifty 
percent of the teams have a 
chance to compete in the 
playoffs just like they do in 
every other sport.” 


’ But if you ask several 


local coaches the feelings 
are’ mixed - it seems like 
most of the elite Division 1 
schools, especially the 
Catholic Schools love it but 
some of the smaller schools 
are totally against it. 
Chelmsford coach Bruce 
Rich doesn’t like it, 
Wilmington’s Mike Barry 
and Shawsheen’s Al 


Costabile are against it, yet 


Tewksbury’s Brian Aylward 
thinks the good outweighs 
the bad. 

In the past, teams would 
play an ll-game schedule 
and that still remains. In 
the past two seasons the 


schedules had changed dra- 
matically for. both 
Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. Tewksbury 


was put into the Merrimack 
Valley Conference Small 
School Division and 
Wilmington shifted from 
the Cape Ann League to the 
Middlesex League Small 
School Division. 

Tewksbury played its five 
league opponents, as well 
as three cross-over games 
with large school teams and 
then three non-league 
games. Wilmington did the 
same. Now both of those 
schedules are completely 
changed. 

Both teams will continue 
to have its five small school 
games and three  non- 
league games, but instead 
of three cross-over games, 
they will face three teams 
to be announced, depending 
on if they qualify for the 


‘playoffs, or if they play 


three consolation games 
against the other teams in 
their newly aligned division 
(not league) that failed to 
advance. 

So before this season 
started, the MIAA broke up 
teams into seven divisions, 
North and South. Both 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 
are in the Division 3 


Northeast Conference 
along with Beverly, 
Danvers, Dracut, 
Gloucester, Marblehead, 
Masconomet, Revere, 
Salem and Somerville. 

For Tewksbury _ that 


means they could face 
Dracut and Wilmington a 
second time, while other 
league foes Lawrence and 
Methuen will compete in 
Division 1 and Haverhill 
and North Andover in 
Division 2. 


’ For Wilmington, the ‘Cats 


could face only one team a 
second time, Tewksbury. 
The team’s league oppo- 
nents are all in other divi- 
sions including Burlington, 
Melrose and Winchester in 
Division 3 Northwest and 
Stoneham and Watertown 
in Division 4 North. 


MIAA . 


Shawsheen Tech will play 
in the Division 5 North 
Conference with Austin 


Prep, Bishop Fenwick, 
Brighton, East Boston, 
Georgetown, Greater 


Lawrence, Greater Lowell, 
Lowell Catholic, Madison 
Park, Manchester-Essex, 
Northeast, St. Mary’s and 
Whittier Tech. Thus it’ll be 
much more difficult for 
Shawsheen to advance 
since there are 14 teams in 
its division as opposed to 
just 1 in Division 3 
Northeast. 

The Rams will also have 
three non-league games 
this upcoming season with 
Arlington Catholic, Austin 
Prep and Watertown, but 
will face Gr. Lowell twice 
including its annual Turkey 
Game battle. 

As for teams that qualify 
to get into the playoffs, well 
that’s a sticky formula. If 
leagues comprise of five or 
more teams, the top two fin- 
ishers automatically 
advance. The other spots 
will be determine by a 


power rankings system in 


which teams are awarded a. 


certain amount of points for 
league and non-league 
wins, including whether or 
not non-league games are 
against teams in nee ¢ or 
lower divisions. 

For Tewksbury, their non- 
leaguers. are against 
Chelmsford, Lincoln- 


‘Sudbury and Wilmington. 


Chelmsford will compete in 
Division 1 North and LS in 
Division 2 North so that 
helps Tewksbury’s power 
ratings. Wilmington will 
face Winchester, Arlington 
Catholic and Tewksbury for 
non-league games and 
Winchester is in Division 3 
Northwest and AC is in 


Division 4 North 
(Wilmington added AC 
before the MIAA had 


dropped them down a divi- 
son) so those match-ups, 
win or lose, won’t necessar- 
ily help the Wildcats in 
terms of power points. 

In the same Herald story, 
it was written that: “The 
leagues are given two 
options in which to select 
those two teams, either by 
league standings or section- 
al power ratings system. It 
is important to know that 
leagues in which five or 


‘more teams are members 


will be given two berths. 
Leagues with less than five 
members will be given one 
spot. Upon filling out the 
sectional brackets with the 
teams who originally quali- 
fied, the rest of the bracket, 
provided there are avail- 
able spots, would be filled 


‘by teams within the divi- 


sion who have the highest 
power ratings. 

“There is a distinct possi- 
bility that a team who fin- 
ished in the top two within 
their league could be shut 
out if there.are more than 
eight teams in the division 


who qualified and their 


power rating is low, but 
those odds are rather 
remote. 

“For the teams who did 
not qualify for the playoffs, 
their schedule for the three 
weeks leading up to 
Thanksgiving will be set up 
by a scheduling committee 
consisting of representa- 
tives of the district schools 
(exclusive of committee 
members that are football 
coaches). Schools who did- 
n’t qualify for the playoffs 
have a right to appeal 
through the scheduling 
committee requesting a 
change of  non-playoff 
games in weeks 8-10. Those 
appeals must be submitted 
no later than 6 p.m. on Oct. 
27 and decisions would be 
rendered by the following 
night. 

“One of the reasons in 
which appeals would be 
considered would be either 
playing an opponent for the 
third time, a Thanksgiving 
Day opponent or scheduling 
inaccuracies. 

“The first weekend of the 
playoffs will be scheduled 
for Nov. 1-2, and the format 


_ would be No.1 vs. No.8, No. 


4 vs. No.5, No. 2 vs. No.7 
and No.3 vs. No.6. The 
higher seed would have the 
home field, unless the site 
is deemed unsuitable by the 
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Mel Somerville and Renee Stronach.

“The sectional semifinals 
(Nov. 8-9) and sectional 
finals (Nov. 15-16) would 
also follow under the guide- 
lines of the higher seed hav- 
ing the home field.

The three local coaches 
here at WHS, TMHS and 
Shawsheen Tech were asked 
of their thoughts on the new 
plan. 

“I think everyone in the 
business says it has some 
good points and some bad 
points but I think the good 
points outweigh the bad 
points,” said Aylward. “If 
you look at it and you have

Foetball team this season as 
imahy new players, including 
all.of their offensive skill 
position players, are seeing 
their first ever action at the 
varsity level.

“I thought we did some 
good things,” Shawsheen 
coach Al Costabile said. “I 
thought defensively we 
played very well for three 
quarters. Offensively we 
showed signs of being able 
to move the ball, but we did 
not block well as a team. 
And I still think football is 
blocking and tackling. It 
wasn’t just the line that did 
not block well.

Late in the first quarter, 
the Rams, Shawsheen sopho- 
more linebacker Alex 
Reagan of Tewksbury recov- 
ered an AC fumble at the 
Cougar 40 yard line, but the 
Rams were unable to con- 
vert the opportunity into any 
points, and midway through 
the second quarter, the

Connor Donovan came with - 


an interception at the 
Cougar five yard line. 

Shawsheen had another

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Pop Warner C Team 
looking to keep up 


its winning ways 


The 2012 Wilmington 
Wildcats Pop Warner C 
Team capped off a second 
straight undefeated season 
with a magnificent. run 
through the Eastern Mass 
Conference playoffs that cul- 
minated with an Eastern 
Mass Championship win 
over Billerica. 

This was Wilmington Pop 
Warner’s first conference 
championship in ten years. 
With most of last year’s C 
team players moving up to 
the-B team for this year, the 
Wildeats are looking for 
another spectacular season. 
Head Coach Gerry Sullivan 
has, led this squad to a 20-2 
record over the last two sea- 
sons: and he does not expect 
any; letdown this year. Let’s 
take a look at this season’s 
Wilmington Wildcats Pop 
Warner B Team: 


Offense 

The Wildcats were a power 
running football team last 
season, amassing 2,126 yards 
rushing in 12 games for an 
average of 178 yards per 
game on the ground. 

The tandem of tailback 
John Kenney (1,101 rushing 
yards, 8.6 yards-per-carry, 19 
touehdowns) and. fullback 
Kyle Penny (451 rushing 
yards, 6.3 yards-per-carry, 4 
touchdowns), were the best 
1-2 punch in the Eastern 
Mass conference and should 
lead the Wildcats ‘ground 
attack this season. 

The team will also rely on 
RB's Braden Hiltz and Peter 
Marino who combined for 
496. rushing yards and six 
touchdowns last season. 
Marino has also been 
impressive through four pre- 
season scrimmages and has 
been the leading receiver for 
the-Wildcats. 

Andrew Sullivan will return 
as. the starting quarterback 
for the 2013 Wildcats. The 
Wildeats did not throw much 
last season but Sullivan still 
finished the year 10-26 pass- 
ing with 122 yards in the air 
and. another 36 on the 
ground. He also scored 
three touchdowns. Sullivan 


should be backed up by 


Timmy Rivers. Rivers ran 
for two touchdowns last sea- 
son..and also had a touch- 
down on a punt return. 

In addition to quarterback- 
ing duties, Rivers also plays 
safety and slot receiver. 

The offensive line was a 
position of strength for last 
year’s Wildcats and will 
have to be solid this season 
for Wilmington’s continued 
success. Kyle Kenyon is the 
center and anchor for the 
offensive’ line. Mark 
Cornpaneschi. returns at 
guard while Tommy Strow 
moyes from left tackle to 
right tackle. 

The left side of the line will 
be new with Wilmington’s 
Michael and Owen Steen 
returning to Wilmington Pop 
Warner. The Steen brothers 
have been playing in 
Tewksbury for the last few 
seasons because of stringent 
pop warner size restrictions 
but’ they are back in 
Wilmington and looking to 
make an impact with the 
Wildcats. 

In addition to the above 
mentioned players, the 
Wildcats will also rely heav- 
ily-on Joey Dumoulin’ at 
Center, Pat McAndrew and 
Cdl Rooney at tackle and 
Ben. Stafford and Nick 
Kullman at guard. Stafford 
will be one of two B team 
players returning from last 
year’s B squad (defensive 
back Aaron Soto is the 
other) and Kullman looks to 
come back after missing last 
season with an arm injury. 

The Wildcats receiving 
corps will have to be solid in 
the: run game well as the 
passing game if Wilmington 
is té-be successful in opening 
up4 the offense a bit. Slot 
reveiver Blake Hiltz moves 
over from his left guard spot 
foi help anchor a receiving 
group that includes. Drew 
Brandenburg (four catches, 
56 yards and a touchdown on 
2012), Michael Ducharme 
(who will also play corner, 
the ‘Same position he played 
last’ season when he scored 
the. winning touchdown in 
the Eastern Mass champi- 


onship game), Mikey Daley 
(who also serves as a start- 
ing corner back, punter and 
kicker for the Wildcats), 
Ryan Brewer, Rivers, new- 
comer Sudarsham Swamy 
and Frankie Irizarry. 

At 5’10”, Irizarry provides a 
big target and he has looked 
good during the preseason 
while learning a new posi- 
tion. 


Defense 

The strength of the 2012 
Wildcats was their defense. 
Wilmington outscored their 
opponents 190-12 during the 
eight game regular season, 
surrendering only two touch- 
downs all year while record- 
ing shutouts in six out of 
eight games. 

The Wildcat defense also 
managed to intercept i 
passes, recover five fumbles 
and record an astounding 75 
tackles-for-loss on the sea- 
son. 

Just as running back is a 
position of strength on the 
offense, the Wildcat line- 
backers were the heart and 
soul of the Wilmington 
defense. 

Led by Blake Hiltz (66 tack- 
les, 2 sacks, 1 interception 
and a team leading 12 tack- 
les-for-loss), Braden Hiltz 
(41 tackles, 1 sack, 4 tackles- 
for-loss) and Joey Dumoulin 
(35 tackles, 2 sacks, 1 inter- 
ception and 6 tackles for 
loss), the Wildcat lineback- 
ers terrorized opposing 
offenses all season and were 
a big reason the squad 
recorded shutouts in six out 
of eight regular season 
games. 

Backing up the linebackers 


will be Kenyon, 
Companeschi, Penny and 
Stafford. 


The defensive line was 
solid for Wilmington in 2012. 
Pete Marino was a highlight 
reel from his nose tackle 
spot recording 24 tackles, a 
sack, and interception, a 
blocked kick, a touchdown 


and seven tackles-for-loss. 


Bookend defensive ends 
Drew Brandenburg and 
Frankie Irizarry were 


instrumental in stopping the 
run and rushing the passer 
for the Wildcats defense. 
Brandenburg was the 
team’s third leading tackler 
with - 38 tackles — while 
Irizarry led the team in 
sacks. (four) and fumbles 
recovered (two). Irizarry 
has been playing some 
defensive tackle during the 
preseason .and that could 
open the door for QB Andrew 
Sullivan to pull double duty 


at defensive end as well as 


quarterback. Additionally, 
Kyle Bolis, Strow and Steen 
should also see time at 
defensive end. 

The Wildeats have a lot of 
defensive tackles on the ros- 
ter including Brett 
Chisholm, Kullman, Kenyon, 
Companeschi, Steen, 
Michael Smolinsky and new- 
comer Cam Willis. With that 
many fresh bodies rotating 
in and out of the game, the 
Wildeats should be able to 
maintain solid pressure on 
opposing backfields. 

As teams begin to pass 


more at this level, the defen- © 


sive backs will be forced into 
an expanded role this year 
with increased pass cover- 
age duties as well as run 
support. Starting corners 
Michael Ducharme and 
Mikey Daley were arguably 
the team MVP’s in last 
year’s Eastern Mass confer- 
ence championship game. 

Ducharme scored the win- 
ning touchdown off a fumble 
recovery while Daley had 
five punts over 30 yards each 
to consistently keep Billerica 
in bad field _ position. 
Ducharme led the team with 
four interceptions on the 
year while Daley recorded 
14.5 tackles, an interception, 
a forced fumble and two 
tackles-for-loss. Joining 
them will be Aaron Soto who 
has looked good in the pre- 
season. At safety, John 
Kenney will pull double duty. 
In limited time at safety last 
season, he recorded 17 tack- 
les and had one interception. 
Rivers and Brewer will also 
see time at safety.

Shane was unable to play 
football because of his med- 
ical condition, which eventu- 
ally led him to his love of 
announcing. 

“He always had a big smile 
on his face, no matter what,” 
said Shane’s father, Tucker. 
“No matter who, you were, 
when you walking into a 
room, he made you feel spe- 
cial. That was his great gift, 
that he could do that for peo- 
ple.” 

For Shane’s family -- his 
parents Tucker and Maureen 
and brother TJ -- the dedica- 
tion of the booth is a 
reminder of just how beloved 
Shane was, and how deeply 
he impacted the lives of 
everyone who was lucky 
enough to meet him and be 
touched by his humor and 
good cheer. 

“l’d come down to the field, 
and there Shane would be, 


already waiting,” recalled ” 


Tewksbury Youth Football 
President Rob- Rosa. “He’d 
say, ‘Hey, can I get in there?’

Heard of Pickleball yet? It's the fun sport with the funny 
name - and one of the fastest growing sports in the country- and 
a Stoneham resident has signed on’as an official ambassador of 
the sport in the Middlesex East readership area. 

“Currently, there are over 100,000 players in the US and 
growing," said Peter Sullivan of Stoneham, local ambassador 
for the USA Pickleball Association (USAPA). "So why haven’t 
you heard of it? Probably, because it-has only recently become 
popular in Massachusetts where players from the Merrimack 
Valley, Wayland, Cape Cod and most recently Newton and 
Beverly meet weekly to engage in competitive but friendly 
matches. By contrast, in just one of the larger Florida retire- 
ment communities, there are over 100 Pickleball courts." 
Sullivan is the local volunteer 
ambassador of pickleball who 
promotes the game in the

played with players fifteen feet from each other. Ball placement 
and sound strategy usually wins over power. The game is 
almost always played as doubles." 

According to Ruth Rosenquist at Media Relations of the USA 
Pickleball Association (USAPA.org) which governs the sport, 
pickleball was invented in 1965 on Bainbridge Island, a short 
ferry ride from Seattle, by three enterprising dads - Joel 
Pritchard, Bill Bell, and Barney McCallum. 

"Their children were bored with their usual summertime 
activities," said Rosenquist. "It evolved from the original hand- 
made equipment and simple rules into a popular sport through- 
out North America and is now taking off in other parts of the 
world, including Canada, Mexico, Spain, India, Singapore and 
New Zealand. The origin of the game’s name is thought to be 
derived from the pickleboats that were common in the region. 
It has also been suggested that the co-inventors’ family cocker 
spaniel, Pickles, loved to chase stray, picslehalls and hide them 
in the bushes." 

"It is a game that can be learned i in fifteen minutes," said 
Sullivan. "Players with some ping pong, tennis, and badminton 
or racquetball experience will be proficient after an hour of 
play. No special apparel is needed - just something comfortable 
and appropriate for a court sport. Equipment is inexpensive 
and easily portable. Even those with limited athletic experience 
will find it fun and energizing." 


Rosenquist said the game is catching on with more players . 


every week. 

"I conservatively estimate that there are a minimum of 
131,000 pickleball players in the U.S. at this time, and continu- 
ing to grow exponentially," said Rosenquist. "At the end of 
January, 2013, the USAPA documented 1,666 places to play, and 
by the end of July 2013, that number had increased to 1,900 
places to play, for a total gain of 234 venues over six months. 
This equates to at least 39 new pickleball venues coming online 
each and every month throughout the United States. Since 
almost all pickleball venues have multiple courts, there are well

GRADE: *** 


Lee Daniels’ The Butler 
is a very good but not quite 
great film. Its biggest flaw 
lies in its PG-13 rating and 
the constraints it places 
upon director Lee Daniels. 

There’s sense of restraint 
- you can see it early on in 
the bloodless murder of the 
main character’s father. 
You can hear it in a raunchy 
joke where the punchline 
has been cleaned up. But 
the main story endures, and 
it’s a very good one. 

The film recounts the 


fact-based but adapted his- 


tory of a man who served as 


the White House butler 


from the Eisenhower years 
into the Reagan era, chart- 
ing his life from his days as 
the son of a sharecropper in 
1926 to the Obama presiden- 


cy. 

That’s a span of time 
that requires considerable 
condensing - only a small 
amount of time can be 
given to any single. episode 
and years have to be 
brushed by in a hurry. 

The surprise here is that 
neither Daniels’ direction 
nor Danny Strong’s screen- 
play feels rushed or short- 
changed. 

The film belongs mostly 
to Forest Whitaker, followed 
closely by Oprah Winfrey 
and David Oyelow. 
Whitaker impresses with 
ease, as does Oyelow (who 


was also in Daniels’ The 
Paperboy last year). 

That leaves Winfrey, and 
she’s fine. Still, her pres- 
ence strikes me as more dis- 
tracting than the entire ros- 
ter of guest bits put togeth- 
er. Plus, the whole subplot 
about her quasi-affair with 
Terrence Howard’s charac- 
ter should have been cut. On 
the whole, though, she gives 
a good performance. 

Sometimes Daniels’ film 
truly soars, as in the inter- 
cutting of a sit-in protest at 
a Woolworth lunch counter 
during an elaborate White 
House dinner scene. Most of 
the protest scenes carry the 
power of history but are ele- 
vated by the immediacy of 
the filmmaking, which in 
turn is elevated by the hon- 
esty of the emotions. 

Daniels flirts with great- 
ness with this film, and 
while he doesn’t quite get 
there, it’s a very good take. 


“WE’RE THE 
MILLERS” 
GRADE: ** 


This is a moderately 
entertaining screwball com- 
edy that isn’t as funny as it 


could have been. 


Directed by Rawson 
Marshall Thurber, whose 
only previous major outing 
was directing the comedy 
Dodgeball: A True 
Underdog Story (2004), a 
key to the problem with the 
film is indicated when one is 
aware that four screenwrit- 
ers get credit and who 
knows how many others 
participated. That’s a big 
clue to problems in produc- 
tion. 

Jason Sudeikis is a minor 
drug dealer who owes a lot 
of money to Ed Helms who 
plays a major crime kingpin 
who is more standup comic 
than vicious criminal. 
Helms offers to spare 
Jason’s life if he’ll go to 
Mexico and pick up a load 
of marijuana, to which 
Jason reluctantly agrees. In 
order to get in and out of 
Mexico surreptitiously 
Jason recruits a “family” 
consisting of stripper 
Jennifer Aniston to be his 
wife, homeless street person 
Emma Roberts to be his 
daughter, and naive next 
door neighbor Will Poulter 
to be his son. 

It’s not that their 
escapades are not humorous 
that makes this film fall 
short. Nor is it bad acting. 
It’s just that what happens, 
while humorous, is not 
laugh out loud funny. 

This is a film that causes 
chuckles but no big laughs. 

There were some pretty 
good supporting perform- 
ances. Matthew Willig 
stands out as a brutal bad 
guy and Luis Guzman is 
appealing as a corruptible 
Mexican cop. Helms _ is 
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acceptably over-the-top as a 
goofy crime boss. Finally, 
Mark L. Young makes a 
memorable appearance as a 
strange-talking guy to 
whom Roberts takes a shine 
near the end of the movie, 
clearly the best perform- 
ance in the movie.

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New research raises 
questions on fish oil 
supplement safety 


Fish oil, made from the tis- 
sue of oily fish like tuna, 
mackerel, salmon, trout, and 
safdines, has long been used 
toreduce the risk of heart dis- 
ease and heart attacks. Also 
knowh: as an omega-3 fatty 
acid,-fish oil has a range of 
other-benefits, including fight- 
ing. “depression and reducing 
inflammation,. which has 
helped, to increase the popu- 
larity of fish oil supplements. 
However, new research shows 
a link between fish oil supple- 
ments and an increased risk 
of prostate disease. 
'. Research offered in the 
Joutnal of the National 
Caner Institute reported a 71 
peréent higher risk for dan- 
gerdus high-grade prostate 
canéer. among men who ate 
fatty ‘fish or took fish-oil sup- 
plements. While researchers 
are not quite sure why omega- 
3s are linked to a greater risk 
of prostate cancer, findings 
suggest that they are involved 
in oer formation. A large 
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study in Europe also found 
similar evidence of omega-3 
fatty acids and a link to 
prostate cancer risk. 

Consistent findings indi- 
cate that men may want to be 
conservative with their intake 
of fatty fish and fish oil sup- 
plements. Increased risk 
could be seen at the equiva- 
lent blood concentrations of 
omega-3s from eating salmon 
just twice a week. According 
to the research, the risk of 
prostate cancer was roughly 
43 percent higher in men with 
elevated fatty acid levels. 
Similarly, supplementation 
with vitamin E was found to 
raise prostate cancer risk in a 
trial known as SELECT, the 
Selenium and Vitamin E 
Cancer Prevention Trial. 

As with any supplementa- 
tion, individuals should talk 
about supplement plans with 
their doctors and carefully 
weigh all of the proposed ben- 
efits and risks associated with 
supplementing their diets.

Easy ways to lower your cholesterol | 


High cholesterol is an issue for many men and women, who 
may or may not know that excessive cholesterol in the blood can 
increase a person's risk of cardiovascular disease. That's a gen- 
uine concern for many people, as the American Heart 
Association notes that cardiovascular disease is the leading 
cause of death in the United States. Statistics Canada reports 
that heart disease accounted for 21 percent of all deaths in 2008 
(the most recent year for which statistics were available), plac- 
ing it behind only cancer among the leading causes of death in 
Canada. 


The link between high cholesterol and cardiovascular dis- 
ease has long since been established, but the good news is that 
even men and women with considerably high cholesterol levels 
can greatly reduce their risk of one day developing cardiovas- 
cular disease. Some may need the help of prescription medica- 
tion to lower their cholesterol, while others might only need to 
make certain lifestyle changes to lower their cholesterol. Men 
and women should discuss a plan of attack to lower their cho- 
lesterol levels with a physician, who will determine if medica- 
tion should be a part of the plan. Even if medication is a factor, 
the following are some lifestyle changes men and women with 
high or moderate cholesterol levels can make to reduce their 
risk of cardiovascular disease. 


* Shed those extra pounds. According to the Mayo Clinic, los- 
ing as little as 5 to 10 percent of your body weight can greatly 
reduce cholesterol levels. There are a number of ways to lose 
weight, but the most successful way to lose weight and keep it 
off typically involves adopting a more active lifestyle and cou- 


pling that with a healthy diet. The AHA recommends 30 minutes — 
of physical activity each day. This can include any number of 


activities that get you off the couch and exercising, including 
walking, a aap swimming, and jogging. 


An additional benefit of exercising to lose api is that it 
can raise your so-called "good" cholesterol (also known as high- 
density lipoprotein, or HDL), which can protect you against a 
heart attack. Many medical experts believe HDL carries choles- 
terol.away from the arteries and back to the liver, where the 
cholesterol is then passed from the body. 


* Embrace heart-healthy foods. One of the more effective, 
yet often most difficult, ways to lower cholesterol is to make 
dietary changes, forgoing unhealthy fare for more heart-friend- 
ly foods. The idea of changing one's diet does not appeal to 
many people, but a more heart-healthy diet does not have to be 
devoid of taste. You can still eat red meat and dairy products, 


but keep them to a minimum, hs bolted rede ainuiy-cha/ 
raise your "bad" cholesterol. Also known as low-density lipopro- » 
tein, or LDL, bad cholesterol can combine with other sub‘ 
stances to form plaque, a thick, hard deposit that can narrow 
the arteries and make them less flexible, increasing one's risk 
of heart attack and stroke. Red meat and dairy tend to have a: 
good deal of saturated fat, which the Mayo Clinic suggests 
should account for less than 7 percent of your daily caloric 
intake. 23.9 

There are many ways to make more heart-healthy dietary 
choices, some of which include selecting whole grains (includ: - 
ing whole wheat pasta and whole wheat flour), loading up on» ' 
fruits and vegetables that are high in fiber (which can lower - 
cholesterol) and choosing entrees for foods that are rich in: 
omega-3 fatty acids, such as certain types of fish, which “i 
lower LDL cholesterol.

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Reading has had some great QBs 


and Belcher is a mix of all of them

READING — When you're ranked as high as No. 
3 in statewide preseason polls and coming off an un- 
defeated Div. 2 EMass Super Bowl championship 
season, there is a tendency to think it might be too 
easy for Drew Belcher and his Reading High team- 
mates. 

Reading’s 6-3, 215-pound senior quarterback is 
coming off a great year and seems poised for even 
more greatness this season. Last year he was 107 
for 169 passing (63.3 percentage) with a school 
record 21 touchdowns against. just two intercep- 
tions. A good athlete with a tough to defend power- 


~ speed combination, he also rushed for 804 yards on 


138 attempts (5.8 yards/carry) with a team-best 15 
touchdowns. For his efforts he was named an All- 
Scholastic in both major Boston newspapers. 

With another year under his belt it appears 
Belcher should easily repeat that success. But this 
year four of the Rockets’ five leading receivers 
from 2012 graduated, along with the big right side 
of their offensive line (6-5, 275-pound tackle Matt 
Comerford and guard Peter Fodera). Belcher no 
longer has the luxury of throwing to deep threat 
wide receiver Ryan Maney, tight end Chris Godwin, 
wide receiver Jared Barros, and running back Alex 
Valente, nor running for easy yards behind the likes 
-of Comerford and Fodera. 

However, if you think the Rockets’ arsenal is 
empty, guess again. Reading returns two All- 
League threats in tight end Rob DiLoreto and ver- 
satile fullback/slot receiver Liam Kenneally, and 
has several talented young faces ready to step up 
in the receiving corps. 

This summer Belcher guided the Rockets to an 
Eastern championship in the summer Under 
Armor 7-on-7 passing tournament. The win not only 
proved that the Rockets still have plenty of 
weapons, but also that Belcher, like a Tom Brady, 
will find a way to get it done regardless of who is 
around him. 

“That (7 on 7 championship) was big because 
everyone knows we lost all our wide receivers ex- 


cept DiLoreto, Belcher said. “We had to get good 
chemistry and teach the new wide receivers the 
routes. In three scrimmages they’ve definitely done 
very well.”

The new crew includes junior Ryan Wynns, who 
brings plenty of speed to the table and should help 
pick up some of the slack left by Maney. Juniors 
Will Murray and Joe Pappalardo will play in the 


slot. The Rockets also have depth with sophomore _ |, 


Will Connery rotating into the mix, and junior 
Carter Swaebe backing up DiLoreto and seeing ac- 
tion in two tight end sets. 

“They work very well together—a lot of guys 
worked very hard over the summer, but it’s tackle 
football now, and coverages tend to get more phys- 
ical,” said Reading head coach John Fiore. “Drew 
knows where to find them. As long as our offensive 
line needs to be where it needs to be, they’ll make 
some plays.” 

Still, look for Belcher to throw early and often to 
tested targets DiLoreto and Kenneally, especially 
early in the’ season. 

“Me and Rob since he was a starter have a lot of 
chemistry, and carried on to 7 to 7. I know where 
he’s going and he’s good at finding windows in the 
defense,” Belcher said. “Liam is extremely versa- 
tile—he can play wide receiver, in the slot, and in 
the backfield. He’s a key piece to our offense this 
year.” 

Belcher, who became the first sophomore to 
start the opener at QB in 39 years (Tom Dwyer 
1972) back in 2011, is already in the conversation 
with the best ever quarterbacks to play at Reading 
High. With a-good senior season he will likely have 
smashed every meaningful record in the book. 

He already is the career leader in passing 
yardage (3,453) and has the second and third high- 
est single-season passing totals (1,743 yards as a 
sophomore; 1,710 last year), trailing Steve Pizzotti’s 
1,908 yards in the 2000 season. 

Belcher’s 36 career touchdown passes trails only 
Chris Pizzotti (40 touchdowns in 2001-2003), while 
his 21 touchdown passes last year set a new record, 
breaking Chris’ single-season 20 touchdown passes 
in 2002. 

Fiore says Belcher is the complete package—as 
athletic as Class of 1996 Super Bowl champion quar- 
terback Dave Pizzotti, with an elusive “jiggle” in 
his run like Brian Bourque (RMHS Class of 2011), 
packing some of the girth of Stan Andre, a bowling 
ball of a quarterback from the Rockets’ undefeated 
2009 Super Bowl championship team, and mostly

importantly, with an arm like Chris Pizzotti. 

And let’s also not forget Class of 1993’s Jim Mur- 
phy who led the Rockets to the 1992 Super Bowl and 
went on to a record-breaking college career at 
Northeastern before a brief NFL stint with the New 
England Patriots. So there have been some pretty 
good ones in Reading. 

“He compares very favorably with all of them,” 
said Fiore, of Belcher. “As for team accomplish- 
ments, that’s tough to match. They’re all at differ- 
ent stages, the leagues are different, the playoff

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Big time change awaits to H.S. football postseason

The 2013 season will be like no other in Massachu- 
setts high school football. There have been other play- 
off changes before in the Super Bowl-era (beginning in 
1972) but nothing this dramatic. . 

Last Oct. 26 at Assabet Valley Regional in Marl- 
boro, the MIAA General Assembly addressed the 
MIAA Football Committee’s State Football Playoff 
Proposal. A favorable vote by the General Assembly of 
the 373 MIAA schools implemented the change on a 
two-year trial basis. 

This new playoff system will crown six true state 
champions in football for the first time ever. It had its 
roadblocks the past two years when it was first intro- 
duced. But, proponents of the proposal were relentless 
in ironing out whatever drawbacks have been pointed 
out to them in the past along the way — from school 
revenue sharing to even scheduling sub-varsity foot- 
ball games — to finally implement a plan that was 
supported by a 15-2 vote on May 9, 2012 by the MIAA 
Football Committee and then by a 10-4 vote by the 
MIAA Tournament Management Committee.

Besides the crowning of true state champions, one 
of the biggest benefits is it cuts down on the number 
of athletes who are playing football after Thanksgiv- 
ing. The new playoff format cuts the old 19 Super 
Bowls down to six while increasing post-season par- 
ticipation. 

The new playoff format begins the weekend of Nov. 
1-2 across the state. 

But, there are also some negative factors involved 
and in the Middlesex League, where traditional rivals 
played each other for over half a century, there will 
be some matchups you won’t see any longer like 
Woburn vs. Melrose; Woburn vs. Wakefield; Melrose 
vs. Reading or Burlington vs. Reading. 

And what you will also see this year are two 
Thanksgiving Day rivalries playing in September as 
well as on Turkey Day. Both Woburn vs. Winchester 
and Melrose vs. Wakefield will find that Thanksgiving 
comes in September — Friday night, Sept. 27 to be 
exact. 

Those games had to be scheduled during the seven- 
week “Qualification Period” to count toward crowning 
a hs champion and a playoff berth. Both of those 
Thanksgiving rivalries are Middlesex League division 
games. 

“I voted against it,” said Melrose coach Tim Mor- 
ris. “It’s nice that more teams make the playoffs but I 
liked to play the traditional Middlesex schedule. We 
have made the playoffs before with the old system and 
played teams like Chelmsford and Walpole but even in 
those years I thought the best games we played and 
the games I remember the most were against Woburn 
or Reading or Lexington and we’re not playing them 
anymore.” 


Those two Thanksgiving rivals could also meet - 


again in the playoffs in Weeks 8-10. If neither team was 
in the playoffs, or had lost, a scheduling committee 
would try and avoid a third matchup if possible. That 
is the other sidelight of these new playoffs is if you lose 
in the playoffs, your season is not over. You will still 
play football in Weeks 9 and 10, then you play your tra- 
ditional Thanksgiving game. 

In fact, many Middlesex League teams could wind 
up playing each other more than once under the new 
proposal. Seven Middlesex League schools will be sit- 
uated in the 11-team Division 3 Northwest Sectional so 
odds are pretty good. 

Under the new proposal, Woburn, Winchester, Bel- 
mont, Burlington, Wakefield, Arlington and Melrose 
have been placed in Division 3 Northwest. The other 
five ML teams are scattered about in four other divi- 
sions or section (See chart).

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Rockets ready to fire again in Liberty 


The Middlesex League goes under even more change 
this fall for football. Due to the new state-wide playoffs, 
there will be even less regular-season involvement between 
the two divisions. 

With just five division games and two non-league games 
to make up the seven for the regular season, the two divi- 
sions will cross paths even less in 2013 — unless it is in the 
playoffs. 

We advise everyone to take notes because things are 
all new and will happen fast this season. 

The one thing that apparently will not change is who 
should lead the way as Reading is tabbed to once again be 
the strongest team this fall in the Liberty (Large) Division. 
The Freedom (Small) could be a bit more clouded, but 
Burlington got off to a good start and the defending champs 
may have convinced a few people not over over look it. 

Here is how the Middlesex League coaches expect the 
Liberty Division to bear out. 


READING 


Boosted by the return of six league 
all-stars led by All-Scholastic senior 
quarterback Drew Belcher, the Reading 
High football team is heavily favored to 
claim a sixth straight Middlesex League 
title and earn a repeat appearance in 
the Div. 2 playoffs. The Rockets finished 
a perfect 13-0 a year ago {5-0 ML Liberty) and advanced to 
the Div. 2 EMass Super Bowl, capping off a perfect season 
by beating Mansfield, 27-7, at Bentley University. 

Reading’s fortunes hinge on the play of the 6-3, 215- 
pound Belcher, who with a full year to play is already in the 
conversation with the best quarterbacks in school history. 
Last year Belcher was 107 for 169 passing (63.3 percent- 
age) with a school record 21 touchdowns against just two 
interceptions. A good athlete with a tough to defend power- 
speed combination, he also rushed for 804 yards on 138 at- 
tempts (5.8 yards/carry) with a team-best 15 touchdowns: 

The Rockets are top-heavy elsewhere with talent, bol- 
stered by three returning starters along the lines of scrim- 
mage in 6-3, 230-pound tackle Andrew Bourque, 6-2, 
225-pound guard/tackle John Donnellan, and 5-9, 235 
pound center Jimmy King. Look for Belcher to target 6-2, . 
190-pound senior tight end Rob DiLoreto early and often, a 
big, physical target with the ability to stretch the field. 
Belcher also has a versatile weapon in the slot and out of 
the backfield in 5-11, 205-pound fullback Liam Kenneally. 

Reading did suffer several key losses, particularly at the 
wide receiver position with the graduation of all-time career 
touchdown reception leader Ryan Maney. However, Read- 
ing did win the Eastern championship in the summer Under 
Armor 7-on-7 passing tournament with several new faces, 
including junior deep threat Ryan Wynns (6-0, 145) who is 
back in the program after not playing a year ago. Juniors _ 
Joe Pappalardo (5-8, 150) and Will Murray (5-9, 170) are 
slot receivers while sophomore receiver Will Connery (5-9, 
140) and junior tight end Carter Swaebe (6-2, 200) are also 
in the picture. 

Reading graduated 1,000-yard rusher Alex Valente but 
senior David Shurland (5-10, 180) has worked hard in the 
offseason and seems poised to pick up the slack as the 
team’s main ball carrier. Kenneally will also get carries. 


Reading’s defense is anchored by Kenneally, a two-time 
All-Star, at the middle. linebacker position (94 tackles last 
year, second most on the team), as well as Bourque and 
Donnellan at defensive end and DiLoreto at outside line- 
backer. Belcher will start at free safety. Reading has a pair 
of young, but athletic corners, in junior Luis Sosa (5-7, 145) 
and Wynns. 

The Rockets don’t open their regular season on Sept. 
20 at non-league Dracut. 


2. WOBURN 


Woburn would have made the 
playoffs the last two seasons if the 
new format was implemented in 2011 
or 12. The Tanners may be one of 
those schools where the new playoff 
format will be made to order. 

An old-school coach like 28th-year 
head man Rocky Nelson is on record in saying things will 
be interesting this year and that just might be good for 
Woburn with the Liberty Division’s second-place squad as- 
sured of a playoff berth. 

However, only Belmont and Wilmington scored less 
points than Woburn did last year so that is an aspect that 
needs improving. Still the Tanners were 4-1 in the Liberty 
and made their usual late-season dash to get to .500 (5-5). 
This year it is urgent that Woburn gets off to a good start 
and gets itself into position to make the sectional playoffs 
since playing in November will be the post-season. 

The quarterback position has been a trouble spot for 
Woburn since Dan McLaughlin ended a solid three-year run 
in 2007. Over the last five seasons, the passing game has 
had 42 interceptions with just 22 touchdown passes. Obvi- 
ously that needs to improve. 

Senior Rob Voci (6-0, 160) returns to the team after 
missing the second half for personal reasons in 2012 to 
begin the season as the starting signal-caller. As a junior 
Voci showed some flashes both running and throwing the 
football. He’ll need for his skill-set to mesh quickly with jun- 
ior Chris Morgan (5-8, 150), who has a wealth of experi- 
ence at the position in the sub-varsity and Pop Warner 
levels, waiting to step in. Also sophomore Tim Concannon 
(5-9, 165) could be heard from. 

Junior Marvin Jean (5-11, 180) was the first sophomore 
to start the opener at tailback since Craig Iverson in 1998. 
He was slowed by injuries a year ago but still showed 
glimpses of his potential with a 7.3 per carry average. Jun- 
ior Robert Maracayo (5-11, 200) gives the backfield a little 
more strength at fullback. 

If Woburn can get speedburner Chris Jewett (5-10, 160) 
in space that could cause problems for opposing defenses. 
Jewett pretty much announced his arrival to the Middlesex 
League in last year’s Reading game when he took a little 
bubble screen and blew past a great Reading defense for a 
59-yard touchdown catch and run. 

Another player-maker on offense figures to be tri-captain 
Christian Cesvette (5-8, 165). Junior tight end Dennis Peary

Up front Arlington's offensive is also loaded with experi-

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while Woburn looks like the next best 


guard respectively, while juniors Chris Rikeman and Nick 
Rose (6-2, 200) will start at the other tackle and guard spots, 
and junior Chris Girouard (5-10, 240) is the starting center.

4. LEXINGTON 


Without a great deal of experience 
and depth the Minutemen struggled in 
the first half of last season by losing 
five of their first six games. Once its 
schedule got a little easier Lexington fi- 
nally found a winning combination and 
won three straight games to eventually 
finish with a 4-7 overall record for the 
second straight year. 

So while losing 11 players to graduation, the Minutemen 
now have more experience and depth in several key areas to 
get off to a stronger start and be more competitive this sea- 
son. For with six returning starters on both offense and de- 
fense, Lexington appears to have enough added experience 
and depth to at least improve on last year's four-win total. 

With two years now to get used to third-year head coach 
George Peterson's spread offense, the Minutemen should 
have an effective two-way attack, led by sophomore quarter- 
back Jeff Costello (5-9, 170), who showed some versatility as 
an effective ball carrier after taking over the signal-caller role 
for the final two games of last season.

before falling to Beverly in the Division 2 playoffs. 

Now Burlington faces the challenge of trying to maintain

Morneweck is the lone returnee in the secondary at free 
Safety, while Robinson will join him to start at strong safety, 
and Chibanda and Sharpe are now the starting cornerbacks. 

Burlington's other captain, senior Jimmy Goober (5-9, 
160), who did a fine job filling in for four games at quarter- 
back for Farley last year, will be the team's punter and place 
and kickoff kicker. 

"Our win over Billerica did a world of good for us," said

- Last year was a very tough season 
for Wilmington High.

That 
being said, the team finished strong, 
competing in several tough games with Watertown, Burling- 
ton and Tewksbury, and that is what sixth-year head coach 
Mike Barry is hoping the team takes into this season. 

“When you look at our 2-9 record from last year, a lot of 
people get alarmed but |’ll be honest with you if you look at 
the Watertown game the way we came back, you look at the 
Burlington and Tewksbury games, it really showed that the 
Wilmington kids have a lot of heart and played hard,” said 
Barry, whose team will open up the 2013 season on Thurs- 
day, Sept. 12 against Winchester on its new field turf. “We’re 
going to take that, match it with the fact that we’re not going 
to turn the ball over and we’re going to be in the games that 
we play. In two games last year we turned the ball over six 
times (each) and you aren't going to win games that way.” 

Last year Wilmington’s offense struggled, outscored 291- 
122. Sophomore quarterback James O’Regan was thrown to 
the wolves, and although he tossed 14 interceptions, he 
showed a lot of potential. A fantastic three-sport athlete, 
O’Regan led the entire team in scoring last year with 43 
points which included five rushing touchdowns, two field 


goals and seven PATs. In addition he passed for 816 yards in ‘ 


the air and ran for 161 yards on the ground. 

Lining up behind him will be running backs/full backs Matt 
Penny and Dylan Masiello, and tailbacks Jomikeson Beray 
and Ryan Carracino. The latter finished with 206 rushing 
yards last year before an injury ended his season and the 
former came on late last year and had 59 yards in limited 
duty. The team’s wide receivers are very young after gradu- 
ating four players but Barry said senior Kody Dunnett and 
juniors Joe Scurto and Ryan Colangelo had the upper hand 
towards the end of pre-season. 

This year’s offensive and defensive lines are probably the 
biggest the team has had in several years. James Hill (6-5, 
285), Eli Jennings (6-2, 280) as well as Nick Raffi and Danny 
Paige, who are well over 200 pounds, are four of the players 
Wilmington will need to help open holes up for the backfield. 

“We're big up front,” said Barry. “We’ve got some good 
tailbacks and James (O’Regan) will be back after a year of 
experience under his belt which will help. We have a lot of 
guys who played last year which will help. We don’t neces- 
sarily have a lot of guys who started but we.have a lot of 
guys who played. We have a lot of guys who saw their share 
of action but now it’s their turn to be ‘the guys’ for us. 

“Right now the kids are just working very hard. We've got 
47 kids out for the team so we have good team chemistry. It

Defensively it’s mostly the same group with Jennings, 
O'Connor, Raffi and Hill at the two tackle positions while 
Paige, Coakley, Ahern and Flood will see time at defensive 


end. The linebackers will be Ferreira and Vibert on the inside 
and Penny, Chris Popa and Jackson Gillis in the mix on the 
outside. Then the backfield will have Carroccino at free 
safety along with O’Regan, Scurto, Colangelo and newcomer 
Matt Woods in the other three spots. 

Barry firmly believes his squad will compete in the Middle- 
sex League Freedom Division along with Stoneham, Burling- 
ton, Wakefield, Melrose and Watertown.

In 2012 Bob Almeida took over as 
head coach of the Stoneham football 
team and the results were immediate as 
they won seven games, which was more 
than the Spartans had won in the previ- 
ous five seasons combined. 

lf Stoneham is going to replicate last 
year’s success it will need a lot of new 
players to contribute especially on of- 
fense as it graduated all five starters on last year’s offensive 
line as well as a three-year starter at quarterback in Andrew 
Cann. 

“The preseason has been a bit of a struggle,” said 
Almeida. “We don’t have a ton of returning starters so there 
is a steep learning curve for a lot of new guys.“ 

The strength of the team will be in the offensive backfield 
as Stoneham returns both of its running backs in seniors 
Aaron Louis and Darius McPhereson. 

McPherson hardly played as a sophomore but burst onto 
the scene last year totaling over 1,000 yards from scrimmage 


and 12 touchdowns in his junior season. Louis contributed

After splitting carries last season both with be on the field 
at the same time this year as McPherson enters the year as 
the starting tailback and Louis will be fullback. 

The person handing the ball to Louis and McPherson will 
be senior Matt Lowe who will take over for Cann at the quar- 
terback position. 

“He has experience,” said Almeida. “But not at the varsity 
level. He has run the show at the JV level but now it’s his 
time to step up and be our quarterback.” 

He will have a pair of familiar targets to throw to in re- 
ceiver Dylan Owens and tight end Eric DeMario who are both 
two year starters. 

On the other side of the ball the strength of the team will 
be the defensive backfield where the team returns three 
starters in Owens, McPherson and Joe Brown. Unfortunately 
for Stoneham it lost last year’s starting free safety David La- 
bossiere after he transferred to prep school to concentrate 
on basketball. 

One player to keep an eye on will be linebacker Christian 
Keskinides who was a swiss-army knife for defensive coordi- 
nator Yann Kumin lining up everywhere from nose tackle to 
outside linebacker. 

Stoneham will be helped as much as any team in the Mid- 
dlesex League by the new playoff format as the Stoneham 
will compete in Division 4 North come November while the 
majority of the Middlesex League will be in Division 3. 

“| was in support of the new system,” said Almeida. “I 
think it is the best system for the student-athletes because a 
lot more kids will have the opportunity to compete and play in 
playoff games. “

dlesex Freedom portion of their schedule.

Mainly from the strength of experi- 
enced skill position players, the Raiders 
duplicated the previous year's 6-5 record 
last season for their fourth straight win- 
ning season since returning to Middlesex 
League competition from a two-year hia- 
tus in 2009. 

While only losing eight players to 
“graduation, Watertown did lose two of its best players from 
last year in quarterback Joey Farrar and running back Logan 
Riley, which could make its bid for a fifth straight winning 
season more of a challenge. But with the return of six 
starters on offense and seven on defense, the Red Raiders 
have the experience that could make another winning sea- 
son a reality. 

Replacing Farrar at quarterback for the Raiders will be 
Nick Giordano (6-0, 148), who is unproven and may need 
some time to establish an effective offensive attack. His fa- 
vorite passing targets will be seniors T.J. Hairston (6-3, 165) 
at split end and Matt Donnell (5-8, 140) at flanker, while 
James Aguilar (6-1, 210) returns at tight end. 

To fill the void for the Raiders left by Riley at running back 
will be senior tailback Mike Petrillo (5-5, 160), while senior 
captain Eric Tirrell (5-7, 160) will be the fullback. 

The Raiders have some size up front with senior captains 
David Lucas (6-0, 222) and Luke Leitner (5-7, 182) the an- 
chors of the offensive line at left tackle and guard respec- 
tively, while senior Michael Stinehart (6-0, 214) and junior 
Erik Baghdasaryan (6-0, 280) will be the right guard and 
tackle, and junior Angel Carrion (5-10, 185) will be the center. 

On the defensive side of the line, Lucas and Bagh- 
dasaryan will be the tackles, while Tirrell and Leitner fill in as 
the ends. Backing Watertown's 4-3 defensive set are senior 
Nick Giunta (5-7, 200), sophomore newcomer Farid 
Mawanba, and junior Sam Ford (5-8, 136) as the three line- 
backers. 

Rounding out Watertown's defense in the secondary will 
be Donnell and senior Erik Antonellis (5-8, 150) as the cor- 
nerbacks, while senior Joey Kelland (5-11, 160) will be the 
free safety and Hairston the strong safety. Aguilar will also be 
the punter while sophomore Santrino Fierimonte will handle 
place kicks and kickoffs.

systems different. But we’re just fortunate that he 
lives in Reading and we’re lucky to have him.” 

Belcher remains uncommitted to a college but 
says he’s in talks right now with Div. 1 schools 
Boston College, Delaware, and Lafayette. He worked 
the summer circuit hard attending eollege football 
camps and combines to get as much college expo- 
sure as he could. 

- Still, it’s not the individual numbers but the win- 
ning that matters most to Belcher.
